test to enlarge the freedom of self 
government for Upper and Sower

When Upper and Lower Canada were 
mmited, Sir Alexander Galt and Sir, 
John A. Macdonald found the British 
reluctant to surrender certain rights ' 
to Canada, especially the rights of 
levying custom duties, At the time, 
Britain bad established ree trade 
and rather objected to Canada im- 
peding the free movement of goods 
into and out of Canada, Canada, as 
a young struggling country, needed 
the revenue and wighed to protect the 
infant industries from outside com- 
petition. : 

Canada obtained this power and 
im 1867 Confederation was achieved. 


Qrer the years this has proven to 


be a great accomplishment and the 
British Act tias ver since been the 
Constitution of Canada, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier successfully 
preached the doctrine that racial and 
religious conflicts should not  sub- 
merge the great advance of nation- 
hood, 

After World War 1, Sir Robert 
Borden insisted that Canada be repre- 
sented in her own right at the signing 
of the Peace Treaty of Versailles, He 
‘tated that if Canada was not repre 
sented by her own delegates, she 
would not be represented at all, 

In 1926 the Statut2 of Westminster 
gave Canada practically complete 
‘ndependence as an equal nation with. 
n tie Empire paying allegiance tn 
he «ommon crown, , 

The Suprem: Court Act and the 
iddress of both Houses asking the 
‘ight to amend the Constitution with 
‘ertain, wel] definzd limitations, ‘wil! 
be a further step toward making 
Janada a self governing nation with- 
‘n the Commonwealth. 

The fathers of confideration had 
\ great vision. They gave the pro 
rinces jurisdiction over education 
‘ealt'i, property and civil rights and 
ther fields set forth in the B.N.A 
rowers and nedpactaoin cmfwyp 
Act.

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WHAT IS EDUCATION 


Educational policies and education- 
4] methods are today the subject of 
much investigation, study and dis- 
cussion, and particularly so in all 
fnglsh speaking countries, Perhaps 
in no previous period hag the subject 
of education received more atten- 
tion from the masses of the people. 
To a greater extent titan ever be- 
fore parents are showing a real in- 
terest and deep concern. They are in 
a questioning and questing mood, 
anxious to know whether accepted 
policies, systems and methods are 
productive of the best results, 

Its also true that our schools and 
higher institutions of learning are 
sosting much more, and that the bills 
which have to be met by the taxpay- 
ers in order to provide and main- 
tain their schoo] ‘systems are mount- 
ing year by year, . and already con- 
stitute a large percentage of the dn- 
nual tax levy.

over the land,

nualy gathering from our universities 
with the right to add letters after 
their names, educated in the truast 
and higtiest acceptance of the word?

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Measures For Safety 


THE EVER-INCKEASING USE OF MACHINES in 
raised efficiency and production rates to high levels. In spite of this speed 
and efficiency, however, and the excellent working conditions provided in 
most modern industrial plants, the chances of accidents are often great 
and constant precautions are taken to protect employees from receiving in+ 
juries while they are at work. Safety engineering has become a highly 
specialized profession and most industrial plants retain at least one man 
whose duty it is to keep the number of accidents among workers as low 
as possible. In large industries there is often a central safety committee, 
composed of safety officers and officials of the plant, who work together to 


make working conditions as safe as possible,

There are a number of approaches to the problem 
Many Safety of reducing industrial accidents, Safety devices 
tor machines and the removal of hazards in the 
Measures Used way of unsafe stairways, elevators and other such 
structural defects are, of course, important. There is also the need to edu- 
cate workers to the potential hazards of their machines or tools, and to 
any other possible causes of accidents about the plant. Careful investiga- 
tion of the cause of any accidents which do occur, and the rectification of 
the cause, if possible, is also a safety measure used in most industries, as 
is the penalizing of any employees who cause accidents through careless-

plants in which rules can be enforced and constant supervision exercised.

The same methods of preventing accidents 
in industrial plants cannot be used on the farm, but great efforts are made 
to acquaint the farmer with the correct ways of using complex machiney 
and with the dangers involved in that part of his work. Manufacturers of 
farm machinery also make special efforts to remove all possible weaknesses 
or defects which might lead to accidents due to faulty construction of the 
machines. The importance of anticipating and preventing accidents is 
stressed everywhere today, and agriculture is endeavoring to keep pace 
with other industries in cutting down the number of man days lost each 
year due to these causes.

Western Canadian Weed Control 
Conference, held recently at Ed- 
monton, show that very substantial 
progress is being made in this 
country toward better farm weed 
control, i 

Chemical Treatments. One of the 
most remarkable recent achieve- 
inents in the history of prairie agri- 
culture is the development and use 
of chemicals, particularly 2,4-D, for 
controlling weeds in growing crops. 
The vapicdity with which this prac- 
fice has been adopted by western 
farmers is almost sensational. In 
1947, not. more than 500 thousand 
neres of grain crops in the Prairie 
Provinces were treated with 2,4-D. 
This inereased to 4 million acres in 
1948; and, in 1949, to 8% million 
acres, or 21 per cent of the entire 
grain crop acrenee.
